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BOOK REVIEWS. 



Jefferson, Cabell and The University of Virginia, by John S. Patton, 
Librarian of the University. The Neale Publishing Company, 
Washington and New York. 1906. Prices $2.00. 

This work — which one might well expect from its title to be of a 
rather dry historical nature — will most agreeably disappoint any one 
who takes it up with that idea. The University of Virginia, unique 
alike in its character, the nature of its foundation, and the distinction 
of its founder, has a history replete with charm and interest. And 
that history Mr. Patton has told in a most interesting and charming 
manner. 

All men who have any knowledge on the subject, know that Mr. 
Jefferson desired to be remembered as its Father. But few men now- 
a-days are aware that Joseph C. Cabell was almost as much respon- 
sible for its existence as the great Author of the Declaration. With- 
out his active co-operation in the Legislature and State, even the 
overwhelming influence of Mr. Jefferson would have failed to carry 
out his great purpose. This book does full justice to Cabell's work 
and collects from his and Mr. Jefferson's correspondence valuable 
and entertaining matter which otherwise would have been out of the 
reach of the general public. It takes up the history of the University 
from the earliest beginning in the humble Albemarle Academy, and 
step by step details the growth of the plan of Mr. Jefferson — the 
antagonisms encountered, the unfaltering persistency, the dauntless 
courage and the final success of his ideas. A most delightful sketch 
of that brilliant young genius, Francis Walker Gilmer, in whose in- 
telligence and tact Mr. Jefferson had such confidence that he sent 
him to Europe to select the first professors, is given; and then in 
chapters replete with pleasant anecdote and recital, the early years 
of the institution and its first professors are set out. The social life 
of the college; the lives of the students whilst in its walls; the 'early 
struggles in discipline; the wild, as well as the brave, days of old — all 
these are depicted with the pen of a ready writer. Mr. Patton has 
succeeded in the difficult task of making the history of an institution 
most pleasant reading, and his book is one that deserves a wide cir- 
culation, not only amongst the alumni of the University, but amongst 
all who enjoy an entertaining volume written in a delightful and 
easy style and replete with information valuable alike to the scholar 
and the layman. In his pages the University is seen as it should be, 
not, as many love to call it "The lengthened shadow of one man," 
but rather an emanation from the light of a great intellect which con- 
tinues to shine on, reflecting the truest greatness without a shadow 
and increasing in brilliancy with the years.

The mass of case law now issuing with unfailing rapidity from the- 
courts of the United States appalls the busy practitioner. "Reporters" 
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and journals spawn out upon -his table pamphlets innumerable, until 
he turns with despair from the array and p.rays for some judicious 
mind to select for his use the more important decisions of the best 
courts. 

That our courts alone possess a monopoly of good judges can never 
be claimed by the most ardent American. The English judges in 
learning and ability equal any in the world and of late years we have 
begun to find that our neighbor across the St. Lawrence has a ju- 
diciary whose decisions are entitled to much weight. The Edward 
Thompson Company, realizing this, has begun a selection of cases 
from the courts of our own country and combining with them care- 
fully selected cases from England and Canada, has produced in the 
volumes mentioned in the caption of this article, a work of great 
value to the profession. Each case is selected with an eye single to 
its importance and the strength of the opinion. A note follows every 
case, dealing with the points decided in the case reported, but not in 
the shape of a monograph; attention being mainly directed to an ex- 
haustive examination of the authorities on that point. That this work 
is well done can be seen not only by an examination of the volumes, 
but is almost guaranteed by the names of the editors. Four volumes 
per annum will be published, and if the volumes in the succeeding 
years keep up to the high standard set in the present volumes, the 
profession will have reason to congratulate itself on a most valuable 
addition to the lawyer's working tools. 'The work of the publishers 
is- — as always — well done. 



A Treatise on the Law of Carriers, as Administered by the Courts of 
the United States, Canada and England, covering the principles 
and rules applicable to carriers of goods, passengers, live stock, 
common carriers, connecting carriers and interstate transporta- 
tion, and the methods of procedure for their enforcement, con- 
taining the Railroad Rate Act of 1946. By Dewitt C. Moore. 
Matthew Bender & Co., Albany, New York. 1906. Price $6.00. 

Mr. Moore's work — the latest on this subject;— seems well done. 
The established principles and rules govering the various and varying 
phrases in which controverted questions have been and may be pre- 
sented for judicial adjustment upon these subjects are set out in a 
practical and clear way. The earliest and latest authorities are cited 
and conveniently arranged and the decisions and ruling of the differ- 
ent jurisdictions are given with much of the reasoning thereon. A 
chapter is given to Interstate Transportation and decisions are quoted 
upon the chief questions which have arisen in the administration of 
the Interstate Commerce Act of 1887 and its amendments. These 
will prove of undoubted value in construing many of the provisions 
of the recent Rate Act, the text of which is given in full. There is 
hardly a question which may arise upon the important branches of 
the law of Common Carriers, which Mr. Moore does not seem to 
have touched. We think the volume a distinct contribution of value 
to all interested in this subject.
